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Did the executive branch work? 


1991 SA President's administration is criticized by students

A Closer 


T his year’s 
Student 
Association 
has left a sour 
taste in some 
students mouths 
because of a 
dispute over a proposed student fee, 
an arguement about Program Board 
autonomy and the recommended 
impeachment of the SA president. 
However, SA President Kyle Farm- 
bry says he thinks he has accom- 
plished a lot during his term. He says 
his community outreach programs 
have succeeded and he has attempted 
to address students concerns. 

Senators within the SA and 
students in general have criticized 
Farmbry’s administration for being 
lax and essentially non-existent. 
Many students say after the first 
semester, Farmbry’s name hardly 
appeared in campus publications and 
he disappeared from the Marvin 
Center fourth floor, where his office 
is located. 

“I’m disappointed with him for 
leaving second semester and letting 
the student population down as a 
whole,” Columbian College of Arts 
and Sciences Sen. Jenn Green says. 
“He was just a figurehead, I don’t see 
any real accomplishments that he’s 
made,” she adds. 

Farmbry disagrees with the critic- 


isms of his administration and says 
he has tackled most of the issues he 
campaigned on in 1991. He says he 
does not think he has failed students. 

“I’m happy with what I’ve done. 
The S A has done a lot with commun- 
ity service, international students 
concerns, financial aid and the 
Gelman Library,” Farmbry says. 

Establishing a library advisory 
group is one accomplishment Farm- 
bry says should not be overlooked. 
“They’ve been meeting and discuss- 
ing students’ concerns,” Farmbry 
says, but admits that the group 
should have been more active than 
they have been. 

“They could have done more, next 
year they can try again,” he adds. 

Although it was one of the main 
issues Farmbry campaigned on, he 
says strenghthening security on 
campus has not received as much 
attention as it should have. 

“There really hasn’t been anything 
done with regard to security. The 
security issue was largely addressed 
through Security Week,” Farmbry 
says. 

However, his 1991 campaign 
literature reads, “The Farmbry admi- 
nistration will work closely with the 
administration to develop new tech- 
nologies and systems to heighten 
awareness and increase effective- 
ness of safety on campus.” 

When asked why it is no longer a 
priority with him, he says, “Student 
reaction determined how hard we 
pushed for something. Since 
Security Week wasn’t well attended

we didn’t think it was something 
students felt that strongly about” 

“If Kyle doesn’t think students are 
concerned about safety, then he 
really has left GW. It’s one of the 
most important issues, especially 
since we’re in D.C.,” junior Jennifer 
Sanders says. 

“Where are all the changes he 
promised to deliver? I still get purged 
from classes, tuition is still soaring, 
and he hasn’t done anything to 
improve career services,” Sanders 
adds. 

Farmbry says he has been working 
with the administration to stabilize 
tuition. “I have a meeting in the next 
few days with various student lead- 
ers and a bi-weekly meeting with 
(Vice President for Student and

Student Association presidential runoff candidates Mike Musante and Will 
Griffin criticized the S A’s effectiveness Sunday at a debate, but disagreed on how 
much change is necessary for GW’s student government. 

Musante, an S A senator who edged out Griffin in the first round of elections last 
week by a 29.3 to 21.2 percent vote, said the “S A is broken, it has ceased to work,” 
but warned against radical changes. 

“We must work pragmatically to fix the SA. We can bum down the house or 
together we can fix it,” Musante told about 140 people at George’s. “The solution 
is to elect a leader who knows how to fix it . . . Now it is time to choose.” 

Griffin warned against continuing with “business as usual” and said he is the 
only candidate who represents fundamental change in student government. 

“One candidate is obviously an insider. If he is elected, it’ll be the same old 
people, business as usual,” Griffin said. “I represent change, not a minor repair, not 
a band-aid, but whole change.” 

Griffin said he would tell the 50 percent of voters who rejected the two candi- 
dates to support him as the only “change candidate. 

“I would tell them to look at the candidates you voted for and their issues and 
which of us comes closer to those positions,” Griffin said. “The majority of candi- 
dates, (Jim) Perschbach, (Chris) Ferguson were talking about getting out of that 
fourth-floor mentality. 

“My opponent is the consummate insider that represents everything wrong with 
GW student government,” Griffin added. 

Musante said his experience in the S A made him “ready to work from day one,” 
while Griffin would spend his first semester as president familiarizing himself 
with the SA. 

“By working with the SA, I saw what was wrong with it,” Musante said “I’ve 
worked with the people on the fourth floor. If that’s wrong, then I’m guilty of 
having learned things from them and learning what’s wrong with the SA.”

Students choose to vote 
for ‘none of the above ’

GW sophomore Chuck Todd is lead- 
ing a movement aimed at getting 
students to vote “none of the above” in 
this week’s runoff election, an effort he 
said is intended to show dissatisfaction 
with the two remaining Student Associ- 
ation presidential candidates. 

Todd said since many people seem 
unhappy with the choice of candidates, 
if given the option to show up at the 
polls and vote for neither candidate, his 
efforts may increase voter turnout, he 
said 

According to Joint Elections 
Committee Chair Michael Donohue, 


students may come to voting booths and 
have poll watchers verify their names 
with JEC representatives at Building JJ. 
Although the JEC will keep a record of 
how many students have their names 
checked off the list, they must vote for 
either Will Griffin or Michael Musante 
if they want their vote to count in the 
final data, he said 
“The group wants to make a state- 
ment They want to make a protest 
vote,” Donohue added 

Todd said he and his supporters will 
distribute literature — paid for by 
student donations — in all of the resi-

Bush, Alexander asked to speak 

Graduation committee’s list of nominations never received by Prez.

President Bush and Secretary of Education Lamar Alexan- 
der have both been asked to attend and receive honorary 
degrees at the 171st annual Spring Commencement Exer- 
cises May 10, according to GW President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg. 

Neither Bush nor Alexander have accepted or declined the 
offer, he said. A spokeswoman from Alexander’s office last 
week said, “As soon as it gets a little bit closer we’ll know.” 

U.S. Attorney General William Barr will speak at the 
National Law Center’s commencement in May, according to 
NLC Dean Jack Friedenthal. Barr, who attended the NLC 
from 1973 to 1977, was approved by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee to the Cabinet post Nov. 15, 1991. 

According to School of Medicine and Health Sciences 
Dean of Academic Affairs Robert Keimowitz, no one has 
been confirmed to speak at the school’s May 29 commence- 
ment exercises. Keimowitz said Food and Drug Administra- 
tion Commissioner David Kessler has been invited, but has 
not replied. 

Spring commencement speakers are nominated by the 
entire University community in the fall. An ad hoc committee 
to the Honors and Academic Convocations Committee of the 
Faculty Senate then compiles a list to be presented to Trach- 
tenberg and the Board of Trustees. 

Trachtenberg, however, said he never received a list of 
recommended names. “I don’t remember seeing an official 
roster of candidates,” he said. “Over the course of the semes- 
ter I’ve been handed little slips of paper with names.” 

University Marshal Jill Kasle said she definitely sat down 
with Trachtenberg and showed him the committee’s prop- 
osed list. “He may have forgotten when he talked with you,” 
she said. 

Controversy arose a few weeks ago when D.C. City Coun- 
cil Chairman John Wilson spoke at the Winter Commence- 
ment Exercises Feb. 16. According to Maria Proestou, 


Student Association appointee to the Faculty Senate ad hoc 
committee, Wilson’s name appeared on none of the commit- 
tee’s lists. “I was bound to confidentiality so I didn’t say 
anything at the time,” Proestou said. 

Members of the GW community suggested Wilson was 
chosen to speak here as a political maneuver because of the 
University’s pending business with the District regarding 
zoning requirements for expansion plans. Other complaints 
arose because Wilson spoke on campus one week prior to 
commencement at an event sponsored by the Masters in 
Public Administration Association. Trachtenberg said 
communication between campus groups is poor and he did 
not know Wilson would be here twice. 

Proestou contended that the reason for having students on a 
committee to select commencement speakers is, “so miscom- 
munication can be stopped.” She also said Kasle did the GW 
community a great disservice if she did not present the 
committee’s suggestions to Trachtenberg and the Board of 
Trustees. “If no one was ever given our tentative lists, it’s a 
slap in the face to students and faculty.” 

The Office of University Special Events has planned a 
unified commencement for all degree candidates, except 
those from the NLC and the medical school. The proceedings 
are scheduled to take place at the Ellipse on the Mall. 

Under the new plan, students’ names will not be called 
during the commencement exercises. When asked if indivi- 
dual schools would hold proceedings to call names, Kasle 
said, “I am not aware of any school holding a ceremony after 
the commencement where students would walk across the 
stage and get a diploma.” Kasle said the expected 2,500 
graduates will have diplomas mailed to them, as has 
happened in the past 

Kasle said she expects the unified ceremony to be “terrific” 
because “students are going to graduate in between bookends 
of the White House and the Washington Monument.” 
Approximately 16,000 to 18,000 people are expected to be at 
the Mall exercises, she said.

In last week’s election, the two remaining candidates received a 
combined 50.5 percent of all the votes. This means nearly 50 percent of 
the campus did not support either of the remaining candidates. In this 
week’s runoff election, these voters may think their only remaining 
option is to vote for the obligatory lesser of two evils. But thanks to the 
efforts of sophomore Chuck Todd, GW students will be able to register a 
vote for “none of the above” when they go to the polls Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

Instead of not voting at all, or voting against one candidate by voting 
for the other, students who are unimpressed by either candidate can vote 
for none of the above. There will not be a new election if none of the 
above gets more votes than either candidate, but there will be a message 
sent to the winning candidate. And that message will be that “x” number 
of students do not think the new president is the best choice for the 
position. 

We did not endorse either of the remaining candidates, and we are not 
endorsing none of the above. If you have a preference between the two 
candidates, then vote for that choice. But if you have no preference, do 
not think that you should not vote. Instead, vote for none of the above. 

To vote for none of the above, simply go to polling places and give 
your ID to the poll watchers. They will record that you came out to 
vote, but instead of voting for a candidate, your vote will go to none of 
the above. 

Regardless of how many votes none of the above gets, there will be a 
new SA president elected this week. But this candidate does not need to 
be given an apparent mandate. The new president will be inaugurated 
with the knowledge that he already has a constituency that is displeased 
with him. The none of the above option empowers voters to send a 
message of discontent. If you are not comfortable with either of the two 
candidates, then tell them so by voting for none of the above. 


Muted voices 


The administration seems to care about what students have to say, but 
recent events indicate that the administration doesn’t even take students 
seriously. Already this semester we have seen the administration ignore 
the Joint Dining Services Board — an act that resulted in two resigna- 
tions by student board members. And now with the announcement of 
potential commencement speakers, it appears that the administration has 
again closed its ears after asking us to speak. 

President Trachtenberg was supposed to select a commencement 
speaker from a list compiled by a speaker committee consisting of 
students and faculty. But Trachtenberg claims he never saw the list. 
Whether University Marshal Jill Kasle never gave it to him, or if Trach- 
tenberg simply ignored it, one of the two has discredited the purpose of 
the committee. 11115, combined with the selection of D.C. Council Chair- 
man John Wilson to speak at Winter Commencement after he did not 
appear on any of the requested speaker lists, makes us wonder if the 
administration took any of the requests made by students seriously. 

The speaker committee and the JDSB can be considered nothing more 
than fronts so the administration can give the impression student input on 
issues is worthwhile. If the administration really cares about the speaker 
committee’s recommendations, or about the JDSB’s role in food service 
decisions, then why has the administration blatantly ignored these groups? 
If the administration is going to solicit ideas from these groups, then 
these groups can fairly expect the administration to listen to them. But 
this unfortunately has not happened. 

Instead of serving useful purposes to the students, the JDSB and the 
speaker committee have been mislead into endeavors that have, in retros- 
pect, been nothing but insulting wastes of time for everyone involved. 

The administration cannot justify this show of disrespect, but they can 
remedy it by actually listening to the voices of committees with student 
members.

People kill people 

About two and a half years ago, a 
close friend of mine was murdered by 
two car thieves. The hoodlums were 
caught, tried, convicted and sentenced 
26 years to life in prison. Although this 
was, and is a traumatic experience for 
me, I, unlike Ms. Erin Foster, place 
blame on the murderers, not guns. 

Ms. Foster, in her March 2 letter to 
The GW Hatchet (“Stop gun violence”), 
makes a most ignorant statement when 
she writes, “You can, however, walk 
into a gun store and purchase a handgun 
as easily as you can buy a pack of gum.” 
Having worked in a gun store, I know 
first hand how ludicrous this comment 
is. Ms. Foster obviously has neither 
tried to purchase a handgun, nor taken 
the time to seek out the truth. 

Ms. Foster also indicates that “this 
country has the weakest handgun legis- 
lation in the world.” The reason for this 
is that unlike other countries, the citi- 
zens of the U.S. are protected by the 
Second Amendment. 

The simple fact of the matter is that 
criminals purchase their firearms from 
the black market, and not from gun 
stores across the nation. As a case in 
point, the District of Columbia has the 
strongest gun control laws in the nation, 
yet it also claims the most murders per 
capita in the country. Now tell me, does 
gun control work? 

The answer to curbing violence in the 
United States does not lie in precluding 
ownership of firearms from responsible 
citizens. We must crack down on illegal 
gun peddling operations. We must 
prosecute criminals more vigorously. 
We must seek higher mandatory 
sentences for violent crimes. And we 
must not fall prey to the uninformed 
propaganda spread by gun control 
advocates.

We are not 
trying to say that her views on her own 
country are wrong, but don’t insult ours 
in order to promote yours.

And for someone who 
claims to know France and it’s language 
so well, her grammatical mistake in the 
first line of her article is inexcusable.

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U.S. primaries generate student comment, criticism

Democratic and Republican pres- 
idential candidates competed in Color- 
ado, Georgia and Maryland primaries 
March 3 in a precursor to the 1 1 prima- 
ries and caucuses to be held nationwide 
on Super Tuesday, March 10. 

Former Sen. Paul Tsongas (D-Mass.) 
won the largest number of votes — 40 
percent — in the Maryland Democratic 
presidential primary. This was Tsongas’ 
first victory since he captured a majority 
in the New Hampshire primary Feb. 18. 
Dennis Kanin, one of his top advisors, 
called this “a huge victory.” “There is no 
doubt that Tsongas is here to stay. 
Finally, we can put to rest all this talk 
about regional candidates,” he said. 


Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton garnered 
the most votes in Georgia’s Democratic 
Party primary, giving Clinton his first 
1992 victory. Clinton also succeeded in 
Maryland and Colorado, finishing a 
close second with 34 percent and 27 
percent, respectively. 

If Clinton does well Tuesday, many 
expect him to be the Democratic nomi- 
nee. His advisers have prepared for 
negative campaigning by President 
Bush, but a top aide for Bush said, “It is 
going to be tough for Bush to poke at 
Clinton’s military record because Bush 
has Quayle and his past to account for.” 

Former California Gov. Edmund G. 
“Jerry” Brown was victorious in Color- 
ado. “We are not going to beat George 
Bush with a George Bush look-alike,” 


Brown said, in an attempt to differenti- 
ate himself from the other Democratic 
hopefuls, especially Clinton. 

Nebraska Sen. Bob Kerrey, who was 
unable to capture a large percentage of 
the vote in any of the primaries, 
announced Thursday he would end his 
bid for the presidency. Kerrey expressed 
appreciation to many supporters, 
including fellow Vietnam veterans, but 
said lack of money caused his campaign 
to “run out of gas.” Brown will reap the 
most benefits from Kerrey’s withdrawal 
because the media will give him more 
coverage for Super Tuesday, several 
analysts predicted. 

“I would have liked for someone to 
come out as a clear leader heading into 
Super Tuesday,” Sue Walitsky, GW 


College Democrats president, said. 
“The Democrats need to find a nominee 
and back him. The opposition should be 
President Bush and the Republican 
Party, not each other.” 

Republican candidate Patrick Bucha- 
nan, who is challenging President Bush 
for the nomination, captured 36 percent 
in Georgia and 30 percent in both Mary- 
land and Colorado. Buchanan called for 
Bush to end his reelection bid in order 
to, “Save the party.” “Buchanan is 
attempting to define the Republican 
Party. I look at Buchanan’s effort as 
trying to save the Republican Party,” 
Scott Lauf, Y oung Americans for Free- 
dom chairman, said. 

“There are two types of Bush suppor- 
ters,” Lauf added, “Those who care 


about their jobs and ‘country clubbers,’ 
people who don’t put principles first” 

A majority of the GW College Repu- 
blicans support Bush, but according to 
CR board member Diane Grzyb, there 
are people on the board with differing 
views. 

Grzyb said she favors Bush, but adds, 
“I would like to see some stronger poli- 
cies come out and have Bush present a 
plan to get the nation back on its feet” 

David Duke, former Louisiana guber- 
natorial candidate and former Klu Klux 
Klan leader, is on Tuesday’s Louisiana 
Republican primary ballot. “He’s only 
been a Republican for three years and 
had a sheet on his head for 10 years. 
Duke is bad for the party; he should run 
as an independent and stay out of other 
people’s way,” Lauf said. 


JEC finds 

candidates 
guilty of 

violations

The J oint Elections Committee inves- 
tigated the spending budgets of the two 
presidential candidates participating in 
this week’s runoff elections and fined 
several students for campaign violations 
during last week’s elections, according 
to JEC Chair Michael Donohue. 

JEC rules stipulate that candidates 
must submit financial records for their 
campaign by Friday. The JEC investi- 
gated presidential candidate Mike 
Musante’s expenditures because his 
financial statement was $2-$3 below the 
limit, JEC member Patrice Sonberg 
said. 

“People commented that he overs- 
pent,” she said, adding that the JEC 
checked to make sure his statement was 
accurate because his costs came so close 
to the $425 limit. The JEC verified his 
budget with the printer Musante used 
and found he did not overspend. 

Sonberg said runoff presidential 
candidate Will Griffin’s budget was 
also scrutinized, but since his expendi- 
tures were far below the limit, the JEC 
did not verify any bills with his printer. 

Donohue said Undergraduate-at- 
large Senator-elect Corey Todres was 
fined for failing to submit her financial 
statement before the Friday deadline. 

Several people were also fined for 
postering violations, Donohue said. 
Elliott School of International Affairs 
senatorial candidate Jahna Hartwig, 
presidential candidate Marc Withers 
and Todres all were fined for not remov- 
ing their posters by the Friday deadline, 
according to Donohue. 

Program Board Chair candidate 
Shawn Raymond was also fined 
because he distributed campaign mater- 
ial in the Marvin Center, Donohue said. 
According to Donohue, Raymond left a 
container of fortune cookies with a 
“vote Shawn Raymond” message in the 
Grand Marketplace cafeteria. Donohue 
said JEC member Kari Stoddard confis- 
cated the cookies. 

Donohue said Griffin and Withers 
were fined for postering in the space on 
the Marvin Center reserved for student 
group banners.

December 1991, Farmbry backed PB in 
their request to separate themselves 
from the SA. SA Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Dave Parker said Farmbry should 
have consulted the Senate before publ- 
icly expressing his views and when 
Farmbry did not retract his support for 
PB, Parker began a movement to 
impeach the SA president. 

The movement failed, but SA Chief 
of Staff Matthew Moog and Vice Presi- 
dent for Judicial Affairs Michael Fisher 
resigned. 

“There were a lot of cabinet members 
who were upset because I didn’t consult 
them beforehand. Since the cabinet is 
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appointed by the president, it is the pres- 
ident’s prerogative whether he consults 
the cabinet or not,” Farmbry says. “It’s a 
common courtesy, but I don’t have to 
ask them.” 

“I backed away from the issue when I 
saw where it was leading, but it taught 
me a lot about the people I appointed. I 
don’t have positive things to say about 
the ones who left . . . (they) forgot then- 
role was to support my initiatives,” he 
adds. 

Farmbry says he thinks students were 
more upset by the PB issue because of 
the proposed student fee that came up in 
the fall. 

“The student fee was a good idea, it 
was something that needed to be 
discussed, but it was handled sloppily.

The community 
outreach programs are a success,” he 
says. Farmbry adds, “I know some 
students look negatively upon the SA, 
but at least we’re being noticed. I’m 
glad I could stir up controversy, it’s 
worth it. If it stirs up interest it will get 
students together. Discontent ultimately 
is good, it leads to a changing of the 
guard and very often the guard needs to 
be changed,” he says.

The candidates were also asked to 
map out “concrete steps” to implement 
the main points of their platforms. 

Musante proposed the combination 
of the student accounts and financial aid 
offices. He also said he would increase 
cooperation with alumni to establish 
scholarship programs. 

Griffin said he would try to improve 
GW’s academic reputation by attracting 
more academic events such as the 
national debate tournament, and by 
widening the curriculum to include 
African-American and Latin American 
studies programs.

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Student falls off rope, 
listed critical in ICU 


A GW student fell approximately 25-30 feet while climbing a rope on the side of 
the Delta Tau Delta house at about 5:20 p.m. Saturday. 

Michael Sherman was conscious when taken to GW hospital. He sustained a 
serious head injury and is listed in critical condition in the Intensive Care Unit. 

University Police director Curtis Goode said police classify the incident as an 
accident, and said he did not know why the student climbed the rope — which is 
suspended from the house at 2020 G St. NW. 

“He was either climbing up the rope or down the rope on the side of Delta Tau 
Delta. He was halfway up when he fell,” Goode said. He added it is not known 
whether alcohol or drugs played a role in the accident. 

UPD Captain Anthony RoccoGrande said the student was practicing repelling 
off the side of the building when he lost his grip on the rope and fell. 

Since the accident occurred on off-campus property, Goode said the Metropoli- 
tan Police Dept, will conduct the investigation.

Elementary to college-age 
students from New York, Maryland 
and the District held a rally at the 
Department of Education Friday and 
Saturday in an effort to oppose the 
Bush administration’s attempt to 
discontinue federally funded minor- 
ity scholarships. 

Students attending the rally 
formed the Coalition on the Crisis in 
Education, endorsed by GW’s Black 
Peoples’ Union and the Progressive 
Student Union. The coalition’s state- 
ment of purpose says, “George Bush 
has taken education in its current 
direction — making it a privilege 
not a right. 

“Since 1988, President Bush has 
appointed a Supreme Court that in 
1991 gave lower courts the authority 
to reverse 1954 Brown v. Board of 
Education desegregation orders, and 
this year the Court may eliminate 
funding for historically black 
colleges and universities; systemati- 
cally underfunded education and 
threatened to eliminate scholarships 
awarded specifically for students of 
color based upon need,” according to 
the coalition’s statement of purpose. 
The DOE’s deadline for responses to 
the third measure is March 9. 

Brad Sigal, PSU member, said in 
“organizing this (we) knew not to 
expect a change in the policy, (but 
we are) trying to put forward the 
opinion of the students.” 

BPU representative Kysha 
LeBron said the rally was “very 
effective because (the demonstra- 
tors) stayed overnight at the site and 
it wasn’t the number of people, but 
the quality of dedicated people.” 

The elimination of the minority 
scholarships will not affect GW, 
President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg 
said. He added, ‘This is an issue of 
symbolism, not whether or not 
minorities get scholarships. The 
message is that this (Bush) admi- 
nistration is going to be race neutral. 
The President is responding to 
constituents that see this as a big 
issue.”

The Progressive Student Union 
called for a halt in tuition increases 
and the creation of an African studies 
program at a rally and petition drive 
outside Gelman Library Friday 
afternoon. 

About a dozen PSU members 
collected signatures and handed out 
flyers advertising another rally, held 
Saturday at the Department of 
Education, to protest the DOE’s 
proposal to cut race-exclusive 
scholarships. 

Robin Templeton, an American 
University junior and member of the 
D.C. Student Coalition against Apar- 
theid and Racism, said that as the 
recession intensifies, access to 
education is becoming increasingly 
difficult “Around the country we are 
seeing increasing mobilization on 
campuses for access to education, for 
lower tuition and for more financial 
aid for students, especially students 
of color and poor students.” 

PSU member Beth Kanter said the 
rally was an attempt to show the 
University that students are 
concerned about these issues. Since 
the GW Board of Trustees have sche- 
duled their next meeting during 
spring break (March 19), Kanter said 
student input and attention to deci- 
sions on tuition will be minimized. 
She said she hopes the new Student 
Association administration will 
actively oppose any increase in 
tuition. 

With regard to the proposed Afri- 
can studies program, Kanter said, “If 
GW is going to get into the 20th 
century before it’s over, it is rather 
important that we develop these 
programs. A lot of people say ‘put 
them in the normal curriculum.’ 
Students had demanded that, and it 
hasn’t happened in 20, 30 years.” 
' “Every other ethnicity it seems has 
a studies course. There is a Middle 
East studies, the Asian studies prog- 
ram, and it just seems there is a 
necessary creation that needs to 
happen,” PSU member John Brier

said. 

Noting that “times are tough in higher 
education,” Associate Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Brunetta Wolf- 
man said the main obstacle to creation of 
new academic programs is lack of fund- 
ing. Wolfman said that at this time GW 
is unable to create a program that solely 


focuses on African studies, but said the 
University has several courses pertain- 
ing to African culture and history. 

She added that students can create 
their own African or African-American 
major or minor through Columbian 
College of Arts and Sciences, and said a 
faculty committee at CCAS is consider- 
ing the creation of a formal minor in 
African-American studies. 

In addition, Wolfman said GW is 
currently negotiating the possibility of a 
joint African-American Institute with 
the Smithsonian Institution’s National 
Museum of American History, which 
would focus on history and literature.

Chief student court 
judge asked to resign

Student Association President Kyle 
Farmbry and SA Vice President for 
Judicial Affairs Jim Perschbach have 
asked Hank Fradella, student court chief 
judge, to resign from his position. 

Fradella has refused to step down, 
and Farmbry said he is going to ask the 
SA Senate to handle the matter in the 
hope that they will impeach Fradella. 

Farmbry said several reasons exist 
why he and Perschbach asked Fradella 
to step down. Farmbry said the case of 
Ferguson for President et al. v. Joint 
Elections Committee et al. gave the 
court the appearance of being a biased 
entity. He said he feels the court looked 
biased because Fradella forced two of 
the student judges to recuse themselves 
from sitting on the case since they 
worked for an SA candidate’s 
campaign, and said Fradella added to 
the appearance of a biased court because 
he openly endorses SA presidential 
candidate Mike Musante. 

In addition, Farmbry said he and 
Perschbach fear that Fradella knew 
beforehand that Kirt Nelson, one of the 
judges, was Donohue’s roommate and 
said Fradella may have violated section 
11 subsection D of the GW Code of 
Student Conduct by “intentionally or 
recklessly interfering with normal 
University or University-sponsored 
activities . . ..” 

The other reason Farmbry and 
Perschbach are trying to impeach 
Fradella is because of an opinion he 
submitted to Perschbach regarding the 
case of SA Executive Vice President 
Dave Parker v. Perschbach. Fradella 
wrote in his opinion of the case, which 
never went to trial, that the co-plaintiffs 
on the case had never given their 
consent to be named. 

“Overall, Hank’s actions, specifically 
with the Ferguson case, could be 
construed as violating the Code of 
Student Conduct if he intentionally 
intervened in a campus election,” 
Perschbach said. He added that the opin- 
ion Fradella submitted is at best a defa- 
mation of his character and said he could 
possibly sue Fradella for libel. 

Fradella said he will not step down as 
chief judge because he feels capable of 
putting aside his personal opinions and 
trying court cases objectively. “I am 
totally capable of being objective, it is 


not for the executive branch to second- 
guess that judgment,” Fradella said. 

Although Perschbach and Farmbry 
said Fradella may be able to try a case 
objectively, they said the conflicts of the 
judges take legitimacy away from the 
court and give the appearance of a 
biased trial. “It looks biased and takes 
away legitimacy in the eyes of the admi- 
nistration. If we want them to take us 
seriously, this isn’t the way to do it,” 
Farmbry said. 

“No one on the court is taking away 
from the legitimacy. The executive 
branch is motivated by reasons other 
than wanting to protect the integrity of 
the court. Farmbry’s been hostile with 
me from the beginning . . . this is a 
personal attack on me,” Fradella said. 

He added he did not force either 
student court judges, Chris Honorio and 
Jeremy Boby, to recuse themselves 
from the case. He said it was a decision 
they made themselves, but said he could 
not comment on it because he is “bound 
to confidentiality.” 

With regard to Nelson sitting on the 
court, Fradella said he was aware before 
the Ferguson case came to trial that 
Nelson was Donohue’s roommate. “I 
had then and have now total confidence 
in Kirt Nelson’s ability to sit objectively 
on any case. Anyone who knows Kirt, 
knows that he is above and beyond 
reproach. It was Mr. Nelson’s decision 
to sit on that case and it is unfortunate 
that people are so biased that people 
won’t look at the opinion we will be 
releasing of the Ferguson case before 
they make judgments,” Fradella said. 
He added the court will meet Monday to 
release their reasoning and opinion of 
the Ferguson case shortly. 

“The opinion piece I gave to Jim was 
a direct response of something people 
said to me while I was in the S A office,” 
he said. Fradella said he was making 
photocopies in the SA office when four 
men walked out of Perschbach’s office. 
Fradella said he questioned them about 
the suit and when he told them 
Perschbach was planning on going 
through with it, they “had a conniption” 
because they said they were the co- 
plaintiffs and had never authorized the 
use of their names on the suit. 

Fradella said he does not remember 
which co-plaintiffs said this, but 
Perschbach said all cosigners of the suit 
knew he was going to carry out with it 
and had agreed to go along.
